MOSCOW (Winter Palace) The Tsar made a major foreign policy state- 
ment today* In his speech, Tsar Noodles 
Romanoff declared that Russia shall continue to remain a neutral 
during the current crises in Europe and Asia Minor, The Tsar also 
commented on the Russian interest in Scandanavia. "The peoples of 
Russia have long had an interest in the fortunes of Sweden and Don- 
mark. At the request of the King of Sweden , Russian army units 
have- been dispatched to Goteborg and tho capitol city of Stockholm. 
Wo can only wonder about the intentions of tho English when they 
invade the western provinces. But should the Swedish peoples re- 
quest the aid of the Russias, wo shall be hard pressed to deny their 
pleas for assistance 

WARSAW Negotiations have just been completed with Prussia in 

which Prussia has agreed to withdraw her troops from the 
independent state of Denmark, To ensure the safety of Denmark the 
Tsar has offered to send naval units and/or marines to bolster their 
small defense forces. 

GENEVA (DWE) Rumor has reached this office that the Russian forces 

are commanded by a creature not human at all. The 
roDuted Russian leader has been seen cavorting about in tho snow out- 
side the Russian Winter Pa lace , and from reports seems to be a large, 
apelike creature clad in a fur coat (or is it a coat?), venting a 
horned brass helmet and carrying a largo wooden club bearing metal 
spikes. Stay tuned for more positive rumors.

WITH THE BEF IN BELGIUM (Routers, September 1903) Wearied from the 

unsuccessful 

attempts to support the grcy-grcen uniformed Prussian Guardsmen and 
Uhlans into Burgundy, the BEF once again vent over the top this week. 
Fighting centered around the little village of Dunkirk, but Royal 
Marines of the Channel Fleet stormed ashore briefly in Calais before 
retreating in good order back to their ships. The Channel Fleet is 
clorely supporting the drive on Picardy, but privately the Imperial 
General Staff seems reconciled to the failure of this new offensive* 
Its primary purpose seems to be to prevent the French from support- 
ing their doomed army of Marseilles into the strategic central 
plains of France, German Liason officers with BEF headquarters here 
were understandably roluc'ant to discuss the German fall maneuvers, 
but it is believed that Gorman troops will once again storm the 
French fortified positions along the Alsatian border. 



WITH THE NORTHERN FLEET AT ARCHANGEL (Reuters, October 1903) The 

news 

is bad from the Northern Front. Lord Keisingwr oth, Admiral of the 
Blue, privately believes that his Royal Marines and sailors cannot 
hold the vast Russian province of St. Petersburg , and has already 
prepared detailed plans for evacuation of his forces into the Barents 
Sea. Meanwhile the Cornish Army is expected momentarily to appear 
at Narvik, where it is hoped that some relief from the monotony of 
occupation duty will be obtained. Lord Keisingwroth told this re- 
porter that he had not expected his thrust at the Russian capital to 
succeed, and that it was in fact mostly a show of force designed to 
aid England's Gorman allies, and draw the Russian forces away from 
Gorman-held Sweden. "The attack was more a success than we expected!, 1 
ho said, "and now wo don't know what to do about it. Doubtless 
something will suggest itself. n 

LONDON s OFFICIAL The Government announced that although British 

forces did net succeed in their attempted convoy 
of the Cornish Army to Portugal, the losses suffered by France were 
sufficiently severe as to bring the end of the war into sight. 
Italian units cannot fail to siezo Marseilles this Fall,, while the 
English Fleet in Portufal and the Italian Fleet in Spain further re- 
duce French strength* It is expected that France will be reduced 
to yuch a small number of forces that she cannot defend her terri- 
topics, and the combined British-German offensive in the Northern 
:roa will finally get under way this Spring. The Government expects 
German forces to be in Paris by Fall of next year. 

VIENNA (12 September 1903) At noon today the Archduke Ferdinand 

and his party boarded the Imperial 
Express for their journey to Moscow. There ho will meet with the 
Russian Heads of State to discuss their mutual problems. The Arch-

MUSTAFA PASHA (9 October 1903) As soon as there was word that the 

Tsar ordered the Black Sea Fleet to 
attack the Turkish Navy*, Danklo and his staff made last minute pre- 
oarations for the long-awaited offensive against Adrtanople, And 
two hours before' dawn today the artillery and naval bombardment of 
the En os -Adrian op lo Line began . 

Intelligence estinates that except for a few divisions held in 
reserve in Asia Minor the whole cf the Turkish Arny is committed 
tc the defense of the En os-Adr ianople Line, Nearly 3^ reinforced 
divisions are believed to be deployed along the 7©~miie front and 
another 6 elite divisions are known tc be garrisoning the huge forts 
and entrenchments surrounding Ac 1 r ianople,. 

Should the city fall, the Ottoman Empire will be hard pressed 
to nc-fend its capitol, Adr ianople is the last major defense between 
the Austrians and Constantinople. The capture of the fortress city 
means that the armies of Dankle will be able to successfully invade 
Asia Minor.
